FederaL!Prq'?liicia1 Patronage. 

Under thertoo<ilo''^'British Colombia 
for British Oolurabians," ofir oi^y con- 
temporary has, a 'leading article upon 
the subject of Federal appointments 
to Provinces. To the abstract prin- 
ciple expressed in the- motto there 
can bo no objeotion, so long as it is 
not pushed beyond those limits pre- 
scribed by reason and coniinou advnn- 
tago. But, it should not be forgotten 
thiit, while we owe certain duties to 
ourselves as a Province of tlin Domin- 
ion, there is another class of duties 
■which, as a component imrt of the 
Dominion we owe to it. "Wliilo, 
therefore, it is quite right that our 
motto in relation to such matters should 
be "British Columbia for British Co- 
lumbians," there is another, and, per- 
haps, a higher sense in wliicli wo 
should bo able to say "British Colum- 
bia for the whole Dominion." Our 
presfint object is not, however, so 
much to question the correctness of 
the application of the principle in this 
instance as to put our contemporary 
riglit in certain matters of fact. To 
assert that on the appointment of Col. 
Gray to tl e Judgeship, "a general mur- 
mur of discontent was heard from one 
erid of the Province to the 
other," seems to bo scarcely cor- 
rect. Who hoard the "murmur?" 
Quito certain it is that tho press did 
not take it up. If such were really 
the case, how came our contemporary 
toibe silent then ? Beyond a coarse 
and most scurrilous and personal at- 
tack upon Col. G^ray, copied from its 
dearly beloved 'confrere,' the St. Johi^ 
"Freeman," it had not a word to say 
other than of approbativo welcome. 
Yet we have that appointment cited 
now as the first instance of Federal 
sinning! The second is" the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Dupont to tho Dcpart- 
mbii^ of Internal Revenue in this Pro- 
vince. And here is the way it is in- 
troduced: — "There is a rumor now 
that it is the intention of the Domin- 
ion Government to send out another 
gentleman from the east to act as an 
excise officer." Observe how artfully 
it is put, as though just 'rumored' for 
tho first time — the vigilant sentinel has 
just droj^ped on it. But, as the pub- 
lic must know, the appointment of Mr. 
Dupont is, in reahty an old story— an 
old song, which the organ has set to 
a new tune. As far back as the 25th 
March tho followiug announcement 
appeared in its own columns; — "Mr. 
Dupont, who was hero from Ottawa, 
a few months since, in connection with 
the Internal Revenue Department, is 
returning to this Province to remain 
with us, and will bo Internal Revenue 
officer for the Pacilic Province of 
Canada. Mr. Dupont will arrive hero 
shortly." It will be observed that the 
announcement is unaccomi^anied by 
any word of objection. Similar notices 
of the appointment ai^jjcarod about 
the same time in all the provincial 
papers; and in no single instance was 
there a word of complaint. And we 
feel juatitied in asserting that neither 
by mouth nor pen was any word of 
complaint made up till witliin the last 
day or two; and even now, tho com- 
plaint is confined to the columns of 
our city contemporary. Wo do not 
mean to say that the cry will not be 
taken up by the other paid organs; fen- 
we tliink it quite probable they will be 
instructed to that effect. But the i)ub- 
lic will know how to estimate their 
denunciation of wliat has for mouths 
had thoir sanction. Our contemporary 
ailects surprise that "Messrs. Nathan, 
Nelson, Dewdney and Thompson 
should require to be reminded of this 
fact," (i. e., that tho people of British 
Columbia "object to gentlemen from 
other Provinces being sent to occupy 
official positions in British Columbia,") 
leaviny; it to bo inferred that the re- 
niuiniug representative alone is mind- 
ful of tho riglits and wishes of British 
Columbians in this connection. New, 
we venture to say that those who are 
boBt acquainted with tho men will bu 
least likely to draw any such inference. 
Wo must dissent from tho political doc- 
trine propounded in nil ita niikcd defor- 
mity by our city cotomporary, viz., that 
an undoratood compact exists botwoen 
the electors and the ulectod, whereby, on 
the prinoiplo that "one good turn do- 
sorvos another," the latter are bound to 
fli!curo tho loaves and fishes to Ihosa who 
giivo thorn their scats. For our own part 
we could wish to ho.o both oloccors uiul 
roprcsonlativoH oduciUod up to more ele- 
vated and patriotic notions rcHpoeting tho 
relative motives and responsibilities in- 
volved in the working of those political 
institutions commonly called llesijonaibla 
Goveruinent. lloforring to Mr. Roborl- 
Hon'a teiottniin, our contoniijorury, while 
giving that getitlemaii crodit for having 
ropijed in gooil faith and totiio bestof his 
knowledge, says, "Had it boon genenvUy 
known that there was any iuUiiiiiuii or 
desire to appoint Mr. Dupont to an ollice 
in thin Provineo, over tho heads of scores 
of gentlemen, honafidr. residents in tho 
country, juat as well qinililied as Mr. 
Dupont to discharge tho duties of that 
oihco, ho would soon have been given to 
understand that a strong fooling did exist 
liera'AgtinSt'tha priaoiple of converting 
this Province into a pohtioal pasture Hold 
for Ministerial favorites from tho Masterii 
Provincoa to browse in;" Now wo have 
already showu that not only was tlio "in- 
tention ordesiro to appoint Mr. iiuiiont" 
generally known, hut tho fact that tho ap- 
pointmont had aotually been made was 
announoed in every journal in the Pro- 
vince nearly two months ago, and olioited 
not a murnuir. But why all this mystery 
— this disingenuous ignoring of all fiu'- 
mor knowioago ? Why does tho oigun 
AfiBsot'to have just discovered asa"runior" 
that which it announcud nearly two 
taan^Jl^goM fact ? There is but one an- 



swer— -one exRlahation; It is merely car- 
rying out the instirtictions of its owner, 
who is trying one of his celebrated thim- 
ble-rigging tricks at Ottawa. Timo will 
soon revoal the nature of the trick. 



Mortuarsr Legislation. 

|tf ri liisrafilij^asj^ngularly: unhappjfjfin' 
^tM^hoioe of a suhjeot on which to inoa- 
BUretho strength of parties in tho British 
House of Commons. Mr. (Jsborno Mor- 
gan's Burials Bill merely oimed a j open- 
ing the Ohurch(therefore,national)grnvo- 
yards to Dissenting rites, so long as those 
rites aro "decent and solcm;!." Mr.Diarn- 
oli toolt strongground against tho mea- 
sure, viewing it from tlio (,'luirch stand 
jjoint, and contending that it would con- 
fer exceptional and exclusive rights upon 
Nonconformists. All Noncouformists 
would have tho right to olliciats, while 
among Ohurclunon tlie Tncnmbent alone 
would have the right. All laymen among 
tho former could ()ni<'iate, while no lay- 
niiui among llui luttor could. Tho former 
would 1)0 practically unrestricted, as to 
form of service, wliilo tliu latter would bo 
tied down to a cast iron form. In advanc- 
ing this class of objection Mr. Disraeli 
appears not to have soon that his argu- 
ments boro against tho Communion ho 
upheld, rather thau against the measure 
he opposed, for it is tho Church, not tho 
law, that enforces theso exclusive ))rinci- 
ples and cast iron forms. Mr. Ilughes 
api)C;ars to have made tho speech most be- 
fitting tho grave nature of tho suhjoct. 
Tho majority for Mr. Morgan's Bill was 
G3, the vote being 280 against 217. The 
Times supports the measure and is some- 
what severe in its criticism of Mr. Disi-a- 
oli's op])osition to it; and it thinks the re- 
sult of tiie battle will bo weakening to tho 
Conservative party and strengthening to 
the Liberal ])arty — that it will go far to- 
ward wiping ofl' any un])npularity which 
might cling to Mr. Gladstone on account 
of his Iriah legislation.

Lata advices by mail from Victoria, B. 
C, report considerable exoitoment over a 
rumored intention of the Domjnion^.Gpv- 
ornmont to apjioint an Ontario genUeraan , 
who visited British Columbia ■ sblrio time 
since, to th9i.offi6cfofti'JttSpectot.sof Inland 
Buvenue for tliat Proviiico.
